continues methodically," says the 
review.

"The precision of the allied bar- 


rage is proved by the low casualties 
of the assaulting columns. 
"The deadly effect of allied ar- 


tillery fire is confirmed to us by re- 
ports reaching us regarding the con- 
cern of the German high command 
at the new allied typhoon fire which 
is compelling the enemy to amend 
his tactica Idispositions in an effort 
to meet the shock of shell rained 
upon bis lines. 
"The successes attained by the 


French force operating north of the 
British sector, more particularly in 
the neighborhood of the Houtholst 
wood, have given the allied advance 
in" Flanders the needed elbow-room. 
». "The zone of operations in the 
Ypres salient, formerly too narrow 
for the proper disposition of large 
masses of troops, has now, by the 
French co-operation and their recent 
successful advance, so extended the 
line, that fighting in what was the 
Ypres salient has changed in char- 
acterC;*i,»Jia.Jonger to be consid 
ered a salient, but an ever-extend 
ing wjedtV progressively driven into 
the German lines. 
"As was to be expected at tnis 


season, bad weather has somewha 
retarded the allied advance. 
Oper 
ations wfere hampered owing to the 
fact that; the well-draned ground of 
the Passchendaele ridge since passed 
over the advancing columns are con- 
fronted with the water-logged, soggy 
Flanders plain, which stretches on to 
Roulers and beyond. 
"The infantry was further impeded 


by the fact that allied artillery prep- 
aration has so plowed up the ground 
that the terrain has been turned into

fathers, sisters and sweethearts, who 
are worrying about their sons, broth- 
ers, or loved ones, are the only persons 
worried while these lads are In train- 
ing at the Great Lakes Naval Training 
Station. •'< 
' 


Situated far from the tang of salt 


water, with Lake Michigan to gaze 
upon—and occasionally practice gun 
fire or rowing a boat on — approxi- 
mately 15,000 embryo sailors are learn- 
ing navigation and nautical tactics In 
a surprisingly short time. 


Arriving nt the station the recruit Is 


sent to detention camp. He isn't ac- 
cused of being a germ carrier, but pre- 
cautions are taken to see to It that he 
doesn't associate with the great body, 
of sailors until he has been under ob- 
servation for 21 days. During this pe- 
riod of detention the recruit is given 
typhoid prophylaxis, cowpox vaccina- 
tion, throat swab, teeth survey, and 
general physical attention. 


Final Physical Examination. 


He gets his final physical examina- 


tion while, in detention. If the examin- 
ing surgeon thinks he is unfitted for 
the naval service, he is placed in the 
"hold-over" squad, re-examined fre- 
quently; given plenty of work and 
plenty of food. If finally he is unable 
to pass muster, the recruit Is sent home 
with a "medical discharge." 


Very few men are received at the 


station who are unable to pass the final 
examination, for they are given at least 
two examinations before they are sent 
to Great Lakes. 


. If at the end of the twenty-one days 


the recruit has been outfitted, had bis 
hair cut short, and pronounced phys- 
ically fit, he Is passed into the main 
camp and his period of real Instruction 
and work begins. He Is invited to par- 
ticipate in athletics, selects the school 
he desires to attend, and begins in ear- 
nest to prepare himself and to be pre- 
pared for his future life on board a 
dreadnought, or some form of fighting 
craft. 


Has Varied Duties. 


He learns to do things which at home 


he thought was "girl's" work. 
This 


includes dining hall duty, serving the 
"mess," 
peeling 
"spuds," washing 


clothes, making up his bed, etc. He 
learns also to do many things which 
the "hired" man back home did for 
him. 
He swabs the "deck" (floor) of 


Tils tent, picks up paper and other rub- 
bish in the vicinity of his tent or com- 
pany street, and a hundred other du- 
ties of this sort 


And through it all he is being 


watched closely—by petty officers, sur- 
geons and other higher officers. He is 
classified while in training station as 
good, bad or indifferent, and this clas- 
sification will follow him, unless he 
wins a new one, throughout his en- 
listment 


All yon have to do is to look at the 


Jnckies in training to know that they 
never were better cared for in their 
lives—and that the Kaiser is up 
against it when these lads set out to 
get him.

Fighting th« Fly. 


An excellent remedy for the fly peat 


to formaldehyde. The correct strength 
may bo secured by adding three tea- 
epoonfuls of the .concentrated formal* 
dehyde solution to a piut of water. 
The solution should be kept in such a 
way that the flics can drink it. A good 
way in to take an ordinary thin walled 
tumbler and (ill It partly full of the so- 
lution. Place ou< a saucer or small 
plate a piece of while blotting paper 
uiid cut It to the size of the dish. Then 
place it over the glass and turn the 
glass bottom up on the dish. An the 
solution dries out of the saucer the 
tumbler should be slightly raised up, 
so that the liquid will again flow over 
the entire surface. 


Another simple remedy to keep flies 


out of the bouse is by means of an 
odor unpleasant to flies. Any odor 
pleasing to man is offensive to the fly 
and will drive them away, as, for In- 
stance, oil of lavender, diluted; gera- 
nium, mignonette or heliotrope. 


Cows' Milk and Casein. 


It has been proved that casein, which 


forms over 3 per cent of the total 
weight of cows' milk, Is an important 
commercial product and may be profit- 
ably employed to the manufacture of 
glue, combs, buttons, linoleum, hair- 
pins, toys, paints and even shoe polish. 


In the preparation of casein for com- 


mercial purposes about 700 gallons of 
skimmllk are put into a great vat and 
heated to about 135 degrees F. Then 
very dilute sulphuric acid is added to 
precipitate the casein or curd. The 
whey is drawn off, and the curd is 
drained and cut Into chunks, after 
which streams of cold water are play- 
ed on it to wash out the acid. The curd 
la then dried with rotary fans and 
ground into powder, in which form it is 
placed on the market. One hundred 
pounds of sklmmilk will yield about 
three and one-half pounds of casein 
powder. — Popular Science Monthly.

That's life In the navy. Mothers and 


fathers, sisters and sweethearts, who 
are worrying about their sons, broth- 
ers, or loved ones, are the only persons 
worried while these lads are In train- 
ing at the Great Lakes Naval Training 
Station. '' 


Situated far from the tang of salt 


water, with Lake Michigan to gaze 
upon—and occasionally practice gun 
fire or rowing a boat on — approxi- 
mately 15,000 embryo sailors are learn- 
ing navigation and nautical tactics In 
a surprisingly short time. 


Arriving at the station the recruit Is 


sent to detention camp. He Isn't ac- 
cused of being a germ carrier, but pre- 
cautions are taken to see to It that he 
doesn't associate with the great body, 
of sailors until he has been under ob- 
servation for 21 days. During this pe- 
riod of detention the recruit is given 
typhoid prophylaxis, cowpox vaccina- 
tion, throat swab, teeth survey, and 
general physical attention. 


Final Physical Examination. 


He gets his final physical examina- 


tion while. In detention. If the examin- 
ing surgeon thinks he is unfitted for 
the naval service, he is placed In the 
"hold-over" squad, re-examined fre- 
quently; given plenty of work and 
plenty of food. If finally he is unable 
to pass muster, the recruit Is sent home 
with a "medical discharge." 


Very few men are received at the 


station who are unable to pass the final 
examination, for they are given at least 
two examinations before they are sent 
to Great Lakes. 


. If at the end of the twenty-one days 


the recruit has been outfitted, had his 
hair cut short, and pronounced phys- 
ically fit, he is passed Into the main 
camp and his period of real instruction 
and work begins. He Is Invited to par- 
ticipate In athletics, selects the school 
he desires to attend, and begins in ear- 
nest to prepare himself and to be pre- 
pared for his future life on board a 
dreadnaught, or some form of fighting 
craft. 


Haa Varied Duties. 


He learns to do things which at home 


he thought was "girl's" work. 
This 


includes dining hall duty, serving the 
"mess," 
peeling 
"spuds," 
washing 


clothes, making up his bed, etc. He 
learns also to do many things which 
the "hired" man back home did for 
him. He swabs the "deck" (floor) of 
Ills tent, picks up paper and Other rub- 
bish In the vicinity of his tent or com- 
pany street, and a hundred other da- 
ties of this sort. 
. 


And through It all he Is being 


watched closely—by petty officers, sur- 
geons and other higher officers. He is 
classified while in training station .as 
good, bad or Indifferent, and this'clas- 
sification will follow him, unless he 
wins a new one, throughout his en- 
listment 


All yon have to do Is to look at the 


Jnckies In training to know that they 
never were better cared for In their 
lives—and that the Kaiser is up 
against it when these lads set out to 
get him.

Place on, a saucer or small 
plate a piece of white blotting paper 
uud cut It to the size of (lie dish. Then 
place it over the glass and turn the 
glass bottom up on the dish. As the 
solution dries out of the saucer the 
tumbler should be slightly raised up, 
so that the liquid will again flow over 
the entire surface. 


Another simple remedy to keep flies 


out of the house is by means of an 
odor unpleasant to flies. Any odor 
pleasing to man Is offensive to the fly 
and will drive them away, as, for In- 
stance, oil of lavender, diluted; gern- 
nlum, mignonette or heliotrope.

WOMEN WORK IN STEEL MILL 


Officials Say They Are Doing the 


Work as Efficiently 


M Men. 


Cows' Milk and Casein. 


It has been proved that casein, which 


forms over 3 per cent of the total 
weight of cows' milk, is an Important 
commercial product and may be profit- 
ably employed In the manufacture of 
glue, combs, buttons, linoleum, hair- 
pins, toys, paints and even shoe polish. 


In the preparation of casein for com- 


mercial purposes about 700 gallons of 
sklmmllk are put into a great vat and 
heated to about 135 degrees P. Then 
very dilute sulphuric acid Is added to 
precipitate the casein or curd. The 
whey Is drawn off, and the curd Is 
drained and cut into chunks, after 
which streams of cold water are play- 
ed on it to wash out the acid. The curd 
Is then dried with rotary fans and 
ground Into powder, in which form it Is 
placed on the market. One hundred 
pounds of sklmmilk will yield about 
three and one-half pounds of casern 
powder.—Popular Science Monthly.

We are now laid 
up for repairs with three beautiful shot 
holes In our ship, the result of a brush 
with a German destroyer off Land's Kn<L

ed- two were slightly wounded, and I skin- 
ned my shins getting to my gun on the 
hurricane deck. BUT! You should have 
seen what we did to the Hun! We fought 
at about 2,000 yards range, and our third 
shot took his forward gun fair, and then 
we raked him..with a broadside, but he 
would not haul down his colors. 


We then closed In on him, to about 400 


yards, and took his wheelman and quar- 
termaster off" the bridge with our machine 
guns. He then struck and we took aboard 
twenty-one officers and thirty-five men, 
most of theni wounded, out.of a crew,o£ 
108, which shows the superiority of Amer- 
ican gunners. :We;tried to. tow the, tJton, 
which was the name of her. Into port. 1>ul 
she sunk twentjr rolnutes later.r So-you 
see we have now been under flre three 
times and never *&&tch, thank the Lord. 
A division of American troopers licked — 
out of a bunch of Bothes near Lens yes- 
terday, which, was th« flrtt time the Amer- 
ican flas went Into battle In Prance. We
